The report concluded that “In our invesfi- 
gation， we have found nothing remotely re- 
semblinga “quota" on theadmission of Asian 
Americans at Berkeley. Nor have we found 
Statistical evidenceto Supportan inference of 
Significant long-term bias against Asian 
Americans.”

equipment to perform the contract Cur- 
rently, the city has the option to awarda con- 
tracts to non-Signatories. 

“Tbelieve Supervisor Nelder S legislation 
Would cause the unemployment of minority 
workers and the loss of jobs for minority 
contractors,” said Hsieh,explaining his vote. 
“As far as 工 m concerned, the current ordi- 
nancemaynotbeaperfectsituation,butithas 
been in Practice qulte a few years. ”EXpresS- 
ing disappointment in the committee'S 3aC- 
tion, he Said，“Tve been againSt Supervisor

At the same time，Hsieh expressed_ his 
Support for the apprenticeship Programs:

The proposed legislation, Said SupervisoOr 
Willie B. Kennedy,“creates conflicts, labor 
versus minorities. It denies minorities and 
womentheirmighttocontract with the City of 
San Francisco. 

“Every contractor should have the right to 
bid on a contract ”和 ennedy Said.

contractors Simply because it is making 站 
mandatory [thatthey be Signatories].

The city should maintain discretion to 
permit women and minority business enter- 
prises (W/MBEs) the opportunity to bid 5n 
jobs，according to attorney Alan Garber， 
speaking on behalf ofthe United Asian CoOn- 
tractors Association。 Legislation that 玉 en- 
nedy and Supervisor Bill Maher Sponsored， 
among other DiovisionSs，would clarify cer- 
taintechnicalaspectsofthecurrentordinance 
and allow the city to retain this discretion. 
That proposal was tabled. 

The Kennedy-Maher legislation; ， Sald 
HSsieh，struck him as an Overreactuon.“We 
don't need another piece of iegisiation to 
explain the Curent legislation;he Sald.

Over 2,000 students, most of whom ap- 
peared to Support the proposal, attended the 
eventwhichwassponsoredbythe Associated 
Students of the University of California 
(ASUC) and the university administration. 
The debate began with an overview of the

chairs the Academic Senate"s Ad-hoc Com- 
mittee on Education and Ethnicity. The 
committee Was formed in February 1987 to 
1 study and develop an American Cultures 
Tequirement 
US The first Simmons Committee Teport is- 
Suiedin April 1988 proposed the adoption of 
aimnAnmerican Culturesrequirementforgradu- 
iationandtheestablishmentofaCenterforthe 
Study of American Cultures. The report sug- 
gested a comparative course，dcaling with 
EtWwo of four designated racial groups (Afro-

instructor feels is necessary for the course，” 
heexplained“Butnoone category Shouldbe 
the focus of the course . . .

The newW proposal also allows more flexi- 
bility， Simmons explained. The course Te- 
quirement should be offered in every disci- 
plne and should count toward a _ student s 
major.

Despite the changes in the proposal, oppo- 
nents of an American Cultures Tequirement 
Were Still not convinced that such a course 
would benefit students. 

“Ifitain'tbroke, don'tfixit,”said English 
professor Alan Nelson argued at the debate. 
He said he doesn'tsee theneed for remedial 
instruction on Tespect for other ethnicities.” 
He said such ideas are already taught to stu- 
dents _ through the study of the US 
Constitution and the Bill of Rights.“I would 
liketo seetheelimination ofallrequirements 
with a political or moral agenda, he Said. 

German and philosophy professor Hans 
Slugeralsocalledtheproposalpolitical.…The 
question forus is how do weprepare students 
for the world ahead，he said. Sluger said its 
not enough to dwell on the sufferings of 
ethnic minorities and the negative aspects of 
American Society. He said students ”ilgno- 
rance of the Sciences, technology and world 
historyisamuch morepressingproblem than 
ignorance of each other s ethnicity. He also 
argued that 让 there is Such a requirement, 让 
should should be broader and include the 
study of “actual world cultures.”

“Studentscometousfilled tothebrim with 
bigotry and raclism.”He Said its naiye to 
believethatsimplyby sayingacourseis good 
forthem, students will takeitvoluntarily. He 
Said arequirement isneeded to help students 
understand that“ethnic minorities in this 
country are not cultureless ciphers.… 

Ethnic Studies professor Margarita Mel- 
villeadded that “learning about atomic phys- 
ics without understanding people 1s self-de- 
feating. Idon?t suggest forgetting about the 
great literary giants and philosophers, she 
said.“Butto study the big picture without 
understanding the people they philosophize 
about is an empty exercise. 

Nelson argued that in all the years he S 
taught, he hasn't met the immoral and Tacist 
Students Levine referred to. He agreed that 
there should be more courses dealing with 
ethnic minorities, but students should not be 
forced to take them. “The interestis there; let 
them be taught.…

CHICAGO-ACHicasgoSun-Tzmeycolum- 
nist Art Petacque, has given credit to a Chi- 
nese American “fed up with Chinatown cor- 
TIuption”for being 3a key player in the $1 
billionheroin bustthattookplaceinanumber 
of US cities last week. 

According to Petacque, whose column ap- 
peared February 24, Simon Au Yeung, 38， 
wenttothe ChicagoFBIoffice two years ago 
and offeredto assistin breakingupthe syndi- 
cate thathe said operates protected gambling 
and drug trafficking in that city， Au Yeung 
told the FBI he believed the mob and Some 
members of the Chicago Police Department 
Were protecting the operations in return for 
payoffs. 

As a result of Au Yeung's tips，Federal 
agents raidedthe OnLeong Merchants Asso- 
ciation building in Chicago during the Six 
Companies national convention there last 
year. The raid yielded $350,000 in cash and 
Stopped an operation that made more than 
$2,000 a day in iegal profits. 

Federalagentstook possessionoftheentire 
building，one of the most prominent Struc- 
tures in Chinatown, as well as its contents， 
including the furniture.

Sung said there are three ground rules to 
ironing outa joint venture deal in China. The 
first Sung explained, is to have a long term 
viewandamarketing strategybeforeentering 
into negotiations. Too often US businesses 
make the mistake of stumbling into deals 
withoutreallythinkingaheadandconsidering 
their options, he said. 

The second Secret to Sung'S success ils to 
know the market. In particular，businesses 
need to understand and be sensitive to the 
culturalandregionaluniqueness ofacountry. 
China is non-monolithic, Sung added. Busi- 
nesses need to be aware of this fact when 
selecting a site to pitch and develop their 
ideas. 

The third tip Sung offered is to network in 
order to cut through governmental bureauc- 
Tracy. He said its important to know who can 
get you what you want and who can provide 
you the financial or moral Support needed to 
finallize a deal. 

Despite the fears of economic havoc in 
HongKong aftercontrol of the British colony 
is officially returned to China in 1997, Sung 
doesn'tthink investors Should shy away from 
joint ventures there. His Own company Ie- 
cently acquired a startrup company in Hong 
Kong, he salid. 

Investors Should not fear dealing with 
China either，Sung advised.“Why Chinay 
Why can't we make money elsewhere2，he 
asked rhetorically.“Because China is an un- 
tapped, huge market. 

“To me the world is getting Smaller. 下 
Japan isn't the number one economic poOwer 
in the world, it is certainly the Second.…” Be- 
cause of its geographic location，China will 
also playamajorrole in the world economy， 
he explained. 

“The political situation in China is rela- 
tively stable he said，Especially because of 
HongKongit[China] can'taffordtochange 
its pollcies very much,… 

The bottom line, he said, is that in any 
business dealings,reasonablenessandhuman 
Telationships prevail.

Although Henry Ford is reputed to have 
opined that “history is bunk”and for a brief 
Spell the 1960s generation in a pique of dis- 
establishmentarian sentiment “embraced 
this notion，the indisputable fact is that 
human existence consists of a past, present 
and future，Deprived of any one of these 
three dimensions;, life lacks wholeness, and 
is truncated dmnd grotesque. 

Alas, I have encountered quite a number 
of troubled Asian Americans who in their 
haste to become:105 percent Yankees have 
never come to terms with their ethnic past 
and therefiore lack self-understanding in 
grappling with the irrepressible question， 
“who am I2”Indeed,Iwould ventureto say 
that for many Chinese Americans afflicted 
with angst it is more important to make 
peace With their past than to wrestle with 
their Oedipus or Electra complexes. 

Thanks to the third annual publication of 
the Chinese Historical Society，collaborat- 
ing in this issue with the Asian American 
Studies Department of SF State University， 
we are presented with seven diverse essays 
which illuminate the Chinese American ex- 
perience. If historical buildings can be pre- 
Served for posterity，why not capture life 
histories, lest they become endangered or 
vanished resources and leave us thereby 
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culturally impoverished.
